The first item on CBC's Sunday Edition, August 9 is about Diego Garcia 
[sic; pace Carlos, not Diogo]. Here's the intro: 


I'm Helen Mann, sitting in for Michael Enright. 

This morning: Diego Garcia. Sounds familiar, doesn't it? But why? Ask 
a bunch of people; you'll likely get a bunch of answers. But no, it's 
not the name of that revolutionary painter who was married to the 


tragic Frida Kahlo. 


Nope, not Dora the Explorer's jungle-trekking cousin either; and no, 


not the leftist former president of a small Central American nation 
either. 


All right, even if you already know Diego Garcia is a strategically 
important U.S. military base in the Indian Ocean, you probably don't 
know much more. 


And why should you? For years, its operations have been kept highly 
secret with only U.S. service personnel and military contractors’ 
staff allowed to even set foot on the island. 


But the story of Diego Garcia is a dark and sneaky one --- at least as 
far as its original residents are concerned. They live there no more, 
but their story is told in a new book by author David Vine. In a few 
moments I'll speak to him about what he calls the Island of Shame.

Well, perhaps it is decisive how it uses the wording that 
"international broadcasts will cease". One could conclude that this 
does not concern the xdomesticx broadcasts, in particular on 3220 and 
6050 or 6080, that they will continue, perhaps for a few more months 
(no longer than until next spring) from Pifo until the reported move 
of shortwave equipment to the mediumwave site has been carried out. 


However, just a few sentences later this theory seems to fall apart: 


"The Pifo closure will impact Radio Station HCJB's Quichua Language 
Service with some programming moving from the shortwave frequencies to 
local AM and FM channels." 


This certainly does not indicate that any shortwave transmissions will 
continue at all. 


Altogether it must be considered that this new item reflects the 
points of view of the mission's leadership. I would say that earlier 
ways had been found to keep DX Partyline etc. (the German service to 
Europe should be mentioned here as well) in spite of the official 
decisions to stop the shortwave activities for North America and 
Europe. Thus I guess that it remains to be seen what will happen, and 
I would say that it remains to be seen whether there will be further 


shortwave transmissions from HCJB's mediumwave site in Quito or not 
(Kai Ludwig, Germany, Aug 8, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST)

non-religious comedians were asked to poke fun at Jesus. But the show 
was cancelled before it was aired after EO viewers threatened to 
cancel their membership. 


An EO spokesperson said the station's intentions were misunderstood. 
"People thought we only wanted to tell jokes about God when what we 
really wanted was an open conversation with God." The decision to 
cancel was taken "because we didn't want to offend people needlessly." 


The show's working title was "Loopt een man over het water..." ("Man 
walks on water...", a play on words on "Man walks into a bar...) 


The spokesperson refused to say how many members cancelled their 
subscription. (The Dutch public broadcasting system relies on 
membership.) "We have had positive reactions as well, but there have 
been cancellations." 


Arie Boomsma, the show's host, said he was disappointed by the 
decision. "The format was a unique opportunity to challenge prejudices 
and to start an open and honest conversation about Jesus. It's a pity 
that we have been denied this opportunity," Boomsma said. 


EO director Arjan Lock said the station remains committed to "engaging 
in a conversation with people who do not know God." He said the 
decision to cancel was taken after "a critical re-evaluation of the 
format." (via Current via DXLD)

Saturdays 0400: RNZI joins the domestic Radio New Zealand National 
program iMusic 10171, a three-hour program focusing on the music 
industry and music-themed stories interviews, and documentaries 
beginning at 0200; the 0400 hour features a music-oriented 
documentary. 


Saturdays 0510: iFocus on Politicsi also comes from RNZ National; the 
program looks at key parliamentary and political issues within New 
Zealand.

He was banned (?) a few years ago after his own legal problems 
and imprisonment. Tune-in at 1400 to primitive organ music, not the 
sort of thing you would ever hear from The University Network. And NOT

WWRB 9385 but about two sesquiseconds behind it. 


Earlier at 1352 as I tuned across 9385 he was announcing frequencies 
for this Sabbath morning broadcast at 10 am-noon ET: 9385, 9265, 6110, 
13810, 17435, 15430. Running thru them a second time he got 15420 


(WBCQ) right, but again said 17435. He has been making that mistake 
forever: it’s really 17485 via Germany. 


The Last Days Prophet of God does not even know what frequencies he's 
on; no mention of WWCR 13845, which must be a very recent development 
as WWCR’s Aug 1 online schedule still shows DGS 24/7 on 13845/5935. 


Furthermore, the latest DTK schedule shows 17485 for one hour only 
starting at 1500, not 1400. Not audible here on that, 13810, or 6110 
of course. Are all of these really running BS 7 days a week? He also 
failed to mention 18770, the perpetual second harmonic of 9385, altho 
not audible here at the moment, but we know it’s there. Furthermore, 
WINB missing from 9265 at 1352 and 1405 chex; 13570 missing at 1352 
and 1434 chex. 


The big news is that DGS no longer has exclusive access to one of the 
WWCR transmitters. Remains to be heard what happens the rest of the 
week. 


Further observations of WWCR 13845, which used to be 24/7 Doctor Gene 
Scott/Pastor Melissa Scott: Aug 8 around 1630 it was still Brother 
Stair, but at 1855 check, PMS was back on it. Changed some time in 
between. 


Aug 9 at 1307, 13845 had another screaming preacher but he was with 
The Overcomer Ministry as // 9385 WWRB and again out of synch by about 
3 seconds. At 1414 B.S. himself was on both. Rick Barton, AZ, heard 
him claim he was now on 13845 until 2300, but at 1700 WWCR already 
switched back to PMS (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) Viz.: 


Hi Glenn- I'm noticing they have DGS/University Network off. This 
time, they are running raspy Brother "Scare". I’m not hearing 11775 
Caribbean beacon here, not sure at the moment if transmitter off, or 
the conditions. Stay tuned. 73 (~Rick in Arizona Barton, 1639 UT Aug 
9, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Hi Glenn - update: "Brother Scare" is now announcing that HE has the 
frequency 13845 days now, so University Network must be off WWCR. 73 
(~rick in Arizona, 1646 UT Aug 9, ibid.) 


Dr. Gene off WWCR days --- Hi All - I am hearing "Brother Scare" on 
WWCR 13845 at this moment, announcing that he now has that frequency 
days until 2300 UT. I had been monitoring the situation since hearing 
him on a random bandscan at 1530. 73, best DX for all (~Rick Barton, 
Arizona, Hammarlund HQ-140-X, outdoor wire, 1659 UT Aug 9, Cumbre DX 
via DXLD) 


Update at 1700 UT: Hi Glenn - sorry to bombard you with so many 


messages, but it's a fluid situation on 13845. Brother Scare was 
announcing that he now has the 13845 WWCR frequency (days) now, but at 
1700 I heard the WWCR ID by male, then programming went into lecture 
by Pastor Melissa Scott. Does anyone know what they are doing over 
there in Nashville? Regards, (~Rick Barton, 1705 UT, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


xx SPAIN. 6126, Radio Exterior de Espana fi Noblejas, 0201, 8/6/09, in 
Spanish.

The first MW station owned by the Basque Autonomous Government was 
EAJ-62 Radio Vitoria.

Initially heard during a bandscan at the 
Oconaluftee Visitor Center parking lot at 2208 August 2, 2009 with 
language lessons set to the lyrics of Don McLean's "Starry, Starry 
Nights" with the song progression paused frequently while the female 
repeated the lyrics in English and (Korean?). Noted daily south of 
Newfound Gap in the same language, seemingly a satellite feed pickup 
of some network. Countless top-of-hours past with no station ID for 
days, until finally a quick, canned "You're listening to 10-40 WPBS" 
at 1400 on August 5, 2009 at Balsam Mountain, NC trailhead parking 
lot. FCC db lists ownership as Pacificstar Media Corporation. Anyone 
have more information on this one? 


1040, TENNESSEE, WKTI "Studio 10-40" Powell, August 3+, 2009. The 
dominant one north of Newfound Gap, with WPBS dominating south of. 
Seemingly satellite-fed programming of Adult Standards. 


1150, TENNESSEE, WCRK, Morristown, August 2, 2009, 2345. Canned "Catch 
all the Tennessee sports on Morristown's WCRK" into early '60's pop. 
Good at the Oconaluftee Visitor Center parking lot. 


1340, GEORGIA, WALH, Mountain City. This one is silent. I spotted the 
Single tower while approaching on US-441 from the north, then the WALH 
sign on the right. Nothing on the radio. So I pulled a u-turn and 
drove up the gravel road to the station (a small prefab structure). No 
cars, blinds shut and door locked. And the tower light is burned out. 
Oops, don't tell the FCC. Indeed upon checking, it's listed as 
"licensed and silent 3/14/2009" on the FCC db. Photographed the tower 
and signage -- before the latter disappears -- the side of the sign 
facing south is falling apart. 


1580, KENTUCKY, WXRA, Georgetown, August 2, 2009, 2209. Canned 
listener testimonial, "You're the best oldies in Lexington." This was 
"La Pantera 15-80" Mexican format when logged here (Oconaluftee 
Visitor Center) in May, 2007. Oldies soul/R&B hits, such as Earth, 
Wind & Fire's "Fantasy" [commonly "12th of Never" but sic]. 


1600, SOUTH CAROLINA, WKZK, North Augusta, August 2, 2009, 0024. 
Gospel vocals, "103 point 7, WKZK" ID. Good. Logged at Gainesville, GA 
on the ICF-7600GR. 


1610, FLORIDA, (TIS) WQGS506, Payne's Prairie State Park, Micanopy, 
August 1, 2009. Big signal coverage still, with the usual long 
interpretive loop while passing on I-75. 


1610, GEORGIA, (MIS) WPKW668, Perry Area Convention and Visitor's 
Bureau, Perry, August 1, 2009. Still active with long loop by male, 
female date/time stamp inserts. Much weaker now, in fact not audible 
until near south Perry on I-75. 


1610, GEORGIA, (MIS) US Army Corps of Engineers, Buford Dam, Lake 
Sidney Lanier, August 1, 2009. Still active, and like May, 2007 (when 
I discovered this one), it peaks on I-985 at the Exit 8 area. Poor at 
peak, with male loop on water level and recreation activities. 


1610, GEORGIA, (MIS) WPTK859, City of Forsythe, August 1, 2009. Still 
active with continuous NOAA Weather Radio relay. At least the audio is 
fixed compared to last year when it was a mess. 


1610, GEORGIA, (MIS) WPQX600, Oconee County Emergency Services, 
Watkinsville, August 6, 2009. Big signal when tuned to just south of 
Athens. Young redneck female looping, opening with "This is WPQX600, 
an Emergency and Information Broadcast System owned and operated by 
Oconee County, Georgia Emergency Management Agency, operating ona 
frequency of 16-10 kHz AM. Tune in to this station for emergency 
information, severe weather alerts, county condition [sic] and county- 
related activities. To access Oconee County's web page, the address is 
www dot oconeecounty dot com..." 


Also, information on burn permitting, with references to Watkinsville 
and Bogart, Georgia Forestry 770-868-4041 and "www dot gfc dot state 
dot ga dot us" website, and weather alert tips. I'v seen this one 
occasionally reported from several hundred miles away at night, and 
it's surely the one that I've heard in the early mornings a few times 
but could never ID (redneck female with lots of dot-dot-dots in a web 
address). Hard to find this one in the FCC dB, pulled only by entering 
the call sign. 


1610, NORTH CAROLINA, (TIS) KIE718, Oconaluftee Visitor Center, Great 


Smoky Mountains National Park, August 2+, 2009. Shocked to discover 
this (and the Sugarlands Visitor Center) reactivated. First noticed as 
a weak unidentified as I neared Cherokee, NC. The reactivation is 
apparently coinciding with the Park's 75th anniversary this year. 
Other obvious projects include a resurfacing/reconfiguration of the 
parking lots at Oconaluftee; a new Visitor Center planned at 
Oconaluftee (groundbreaking next month and completion in late 2010); 
and refurbishing the Mountain Farm Museum structures and grounds at 
this site (mostly complete). 


Of course, none of the rangers knew anything about the 1610 
transmitters. A ‘tune to 1610' sign is back up just as you enter the 
Park northbound on US-441 via Cherokee, NC. There may be a similar 
sign as you near Sugarlands via Gatlinburg, TN but if so, I missed 
spotting one. Both Oconaluftee and Sugarlands currently run the same 
generic audio loop, save for the call sign insert (no ID was heard at 
Sugarlands, but my listening time was much shorter -- only a few 
minutes -- vs. several days of spot checking the Oconaluftee audio). 


The ID drops maybe only once an hour (not set to the top-of-the-hour) . 
Interestingly, the calls used are the originally assigned one, and 
presumably KIE723 (also the original) is used at Sugarlands. The 
antenna at Oconaluftee is located on the roof of the existing Visitor 
Center, next to a satellite dish near the back of the structure and 
close to the restrooms. I duly photographed the antenna. I didn't 
bother locating the antenna at Sugarlands. Good signal that gets out 
well, especially to the east. 


The complete current looped text (male, professionally recorded) is: 
"This radio station broadcasts messages 24 hours a day on a special AM 
frequency licensed to this community by the Federal Communication 
Commission. In the event of an emergency, tune to this station for a 
live and recorded broadcast which may include public safety 
information, instructions and advisories affecting life, property, 
communications and travel. Should the NOAA Weather Radio Station for 
this area issue a warning, we will automatically pre-empt normal 
programming and will broadcast that information immediately. When 
emergencies are not occurring, tune to this station for timely 
information relating to traffic; weather conditions and forecasts; 
special events; directions for visitors; and helpful information 
regarding street repairs and construction. While you're thinking of 
it, consider setting a button on your radio receiver so you can find 
this emergency advisory radio station quickly in an emergency." 


I did some archival research -- painstaking -- by referencing my old 
TIS QSL cards from the early 1980's, and sourcing a list found online 
at http: //www.angelfire.com/sc/scannerpost/tisfed.html (I cleaned up 
the typographical errors on the latter). I included the two presumably 


defunct Blue Ridge Parkway TIS's. Defunct I say, based on driving the 
BRP from the Great Smoky Mountains National Park terminus to just past 
Mount Pisgah earlier this week. 


In their heyday, most if not all of the GSMNP TIS's were active. But 
one-by-one, these slowly fell into disrepair and were never 
reactivated. I am guessing that it's been about 10 years since the 
last of these (the now reactivated Sugarlands, TN and Oconaluftee, NC 
Visitor's Center entries) were active. For the sake of historical 
preservation I present to you: 


530, NC KID771 Deep Creek, Great Smoky Mountains National Park 

530, NC KIE768 Mount Pisgah, Blue Ridge Parkway Information 

1610, TN KIE722 Cades Cove, Great Smoky Mountains National Park 
1610, TN KIE723 Sugarlands, Sugarlands Visitor Center, Great Smoky 
Mountains National Park 

1610, TN KIE724 Tremont, Great Smoky Mountains National Park 

1610, TN KIE731 Elkmont, Great Smoky Mountains National Park 
1610, TN KIE732 Cosby, Great Smoky Mountains National Park 
1610, TN KIE793 Twin Creeks, Great Smoky Mountains National Park 
1610, TN KPB747 Greenbrier, Great Smoky Mountains National Park 
1610, NC KIE718 Oconaluftee, Oconaluftee Visitor Center, Great Smoky 
Mountains National Park 
1610, NC KIE730 Clingman's Dome, Great Smoky Mountains National Park 
1610, NC KID773 Balsam Gap, Blue Ridge Parkway Information 


I am reasonably certain that, except for Sugarlands and Oconaluftee, 
none of the other GSMNP TIS's are reactivated. For certain, Deep 
Creek, Cades Cove, Clingman's Dome, Elkmont and Tremont remain 
inactive, as I was at these locations. The transmitter at the Roaring 
Fork Motor Nature Trail is also inactive. I believe it was on 530, 
though could it be the the 1610 Twin Creeks entry above? In any case, 
nothing on 530 or 1610 in this vicinity. Also, the Blue Ridge Parkway 
TIS's at Mt. Pisgah and Balsam Gap are not active (but see the 
unidentified NOAA realay entry below). 


1610, NORTH CAROLINA, (MIS) unidentified, unknown location, August 4, 
2009, 1300+. A threshold signal was heard at Waterrock Knob on the 
Blue Ridge Parkway, with the signal peaking to very strong level on 
the Parkway between the Balsam and Saunook overlooks. Also peaking 
just southeast of Waynesville on US-276. Nonstop NOAA Weather Radio 
relay with no local ID inserted. NOAA ID is (synthesized "man"): "This 
is NOAA Weather Radio WXL5-6, broadcasting from the WLOS tower on Mt. 
Pisgah, operating on a frequency of 1-6-2 point 4-0-0 MegaHertz. 
This... serves the mountains of western North Carolina..." I recall 
hearing a weak signal at Waterrock Knob several years ago on 1610, but 
with a generic North Carolina DOT loop, which may or may not be 
related. That one never peaked in the areas this one does. Nothing 


showing in the FCC db that I could locate. The signal was virtually 
gone near Mt. Pisgah. 


1610, TENNESSEE, (TIS) KIE723, Sugarlands Visitor Center, Great Smoky 
Mountains National Park, August 3. Same loop as used on the 
Oconaluftee transmitter (see entry). Call sign presumed. Good signal 
that gets out well. 


1620, FLORIDA, (unlicensed) "WBUL", University of South Florida, 
Tampa, August 1, 2009. Good signal, first audible just east of 
downtown and well north of Fowler and Fletcher exits while northbound 
on I-75. Silly babbling conversation, if you can even call it that, 
between three. 


1640, FLORIDA, (TIS) FDOT Florida Turnpike, Wildwood MP 304, August 1, 
2009. Male and female loop, weak on I-75 at Exit 329 (SR-44). 


1660, NORTH CAROLINA, WFNA, Charlotte, August 4, 2009, 1445. ID, ESPN 
Radio programming feed. Very good at the Balsam Mountain, NC Flat 
Creek Trail parking lot on Heintooga Ridge Road. Surprised that WBT, 
Charlotte on 1110 was so weak at the same time here. 


1680, FLORIDA, (TIS) FDOT, Jennings. There was a reported sign for 
this on southbound I-75 just across the state line (not seen, since I 
was northbound, and returned a different way). No trace of anything on 
the channel August 1. 


1700, ALABAMA, WEUP, Huntsville, August 4, 2009 1650. Fair with black 
gospel, ID at 1653. Logged at Richard Balsam Overlook on the Blue 
Ridge Parkway (6053 feet elevation). 


87.9 MHz, FLORIDA (unlicensed), New Raman Reti Temple ISKON of 
Alachua, Alachua, August 1, 2009. Surprised to find this one active 
(reactivated, though my first log). This one was discovered in 
January, 2005 by David Potter but seemingly fell silent by November of 
the same year per his observations. Signal rapidly popped up near 
Alachua while driving northbound on I-75, with Hare Krishna chanting 
by man. A true gem! 


87.9 MHz, GEORGIA, "CDC Radio" Center for Disease Control HQ, 
Atlanta, August 1, 2009. As recently reported, this low power non LPFM 
government operation is indeed active. Audible as I punched through 
downtown Atlanta on I-75 northbound, first audible just south of Exit 
243. Looping warnings on H1N1 (piggie flu), a short Spanish segment, 
and other CDC radio PSA's, including two that warn Hispanics not to 
smoke. Faded pretty fast, but at least I had the opportunity to log 
this unique thing. 


87.9 MHz, GEORGIA, (pirate) unidentified, Atlanta, August 1, 2009. 
Briefly messing up "CDC Radio" with gangsta rap songs, presumably in 
roughly the same area as no trace of it once "CDC Radio" faded out 
while northbound on I-75, downtown Atlanta. 


89.9 MHz, TENNESSEE, WDVX, Clinton, August 5, 2009, 1750. Heard at 
fair level at Newfound Gap, Great Smoky Mountains National Park while 
waiting out a sudden storm. Eclectic format of Americana, Alt Country, 
Folk and Bluegrass. "WDVX, Clinton, Tennessee" by female at 1803. 


95.9 MHz, FLORIDA, WJRN-LP, Summerfield, August 1, 2009. Still active 
with Mexican Spanish format. Big signal on I-75. 


96.7 MHz, FLORIDA, WZHR-LP, Dade City, August 1, 2009. Chuck Berry 
and other oldies. Heard on I-75. 


101.5 MHz, GEORGIA, WFNG-LP, Sycamore, August 1, 2009. Satellite-fed 
gospel vocals, local level, parallel 102.7 WIJTR-LP. Heard on I-75. 


102.7 MHz, GEORGIA, WJTR-LP, Ashburn, August 1, 2009. Satellite-fed 
gospel vocals, break-in with promo for a local church, parallel 101.5 
WFNG-LP. FCC db lists separate ownerships. Yeah, right. What a waste 
of LPFM bandwith. Heard on I-75. 


104.7 MHz, FLORIDA, WITG-LP, Ocala, August 1, 2009. Still active with 
Rock 'N Roll oldies format. Heard on I-75. 


105.5 MHz, FLORIDA, unidentified, August 1, 2009. Peaked a few miles 
south of Lake City on I-75. Dominican bachata-type Spanish vocals. 
Faded pretty fast, very poor once at Lake City-proper. FCC db shows 
WMJB-LP, Lake City but indicates it moved from 105.5 to 107.7, however 
nothing on the latter. Wiki claims: "WMJB-LP (107.7 FM, "Magic 107.7") 
is a Gospel music formatted radio station primarily serving the Lake 
City, Florida, area, owned by Florida Community Radio, Inc." So 
regardless of frequency, the format doesn't fit. Therefore, is this a 
pirate? (Terry L Krueger, Clearwater, Florida USA, 27.55.83 N, 
82.46.08 W, August 8, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx URUGUAY. The inauguration of the SW operation by 6045-USB, CXA61, R 
Sport 890, Montevideo, reported some time ago is delayed since there 
is current work with the MW transmitters at the site and they want to 
avoid RFI problems among the equipments, as said by Gustavo Cirino, 
Technical manager. In fact the transmitter is ready to go to air and 
its operation has already been authorized.

AM Broadcast Band stations provide a second unique source of Dxing 
interest to radio hobby enthusiasts that are known as ihaxrmonic 
huntersi, because what they enjoy is trying to pick up and identify 
the harmonics of AM broadcast band transmitters, also known by experts 
as part of non essential radiations. 


The transmitters operating between 530 and 1700 kiloHertz can generate 
harmonics or exact multiples of their assigned operating frequency, 
but they can also put on the air spurious signals that are not exact 
multiples of their operating frequency. 


Harmonic hunting fans concentrate on the exact multiples, and are 
sometimes of great help to transmitter engineers, when they send 


reports about harmonics heard at long distances. Let me give you a few 
examples that will describe the scenario of harmonic hunting during 
local daytime hours. 


The range that a transmitter harmonic can reach during daytime is very 
limited, but some harmonics can travel quite far if they are helped by 
the ionosphere. For example, a station operating on exactly 700 
kiloHertz and running a 50 kiloWatt vacuum tube technology 
transmitter, may be heard locally on 1400 kiloHertz, that is the 
second harmonic, and it can be picked up 500 miles away on the tenth 
harmonic, because the exactly 7000 kiloHertz frequency, that is the 
tenth harmonic, is refracted from the ionosphere back to Earth and is 
picked up by a radio amateur living 500 miles or 800 kilometers away. 


The amateur radio operator sent an e-mail to the station's chief 
engineer, reporting the strong tenth harmonic signal, and that led to 
finding defective components at the transmitter's output filtering 
network, that were obviously damaged by a lightning impact. 


The fault may have gone unnoticed for a long time, if the listener had 
not reported the unsual tenth harmonic signal at such a long distance. 


Many years ago, when I started to operate on the six meters of 50 
megaHertz amateur band, it was quite common to pick up Argentinean and 
Chilean broadcast band stations harmonics --- and those were mainly 
the 54th, yes, you heard it right, the 54th multiple of those 
station's operating frequency, traveling thousands of miles from South 


America to the Caribbean by means of the Trans fh Equatorial 
Propagation mode. 


Harmonic hunting is a very specialized aspect of short wave radio 
Dxing that requires good antennas, extremely sensitive and selective 
receivers, excellent communications type headphones, and above all, a 
lot of patience to explore basically the frequency range starting at 
1060, that is one thousand sixty kilohertz, that is the frequency of 
the second harmonic of a station operating on 530 kiloHertz, and going 
up to the FM broadcast band, where the 54th harmonic of a station 
operating on 1700 kiloHertz will appear at 91.8 megaHertz. 


SI amigos, yes my friends, oui mes amis --- broadcast band stations do 
radiate harmonics, and picking them up is a really fascinating aspect 
of our radio hobby !!!

PROPAGATION 
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WERE WE THERE YET? SOLAR MINIMUM

By now, anyone with even a modest interest in progress of the solar 
cycle knows that the current period of solar minimum is the "lowest 
and longest" since 1913. 


The run of monthly sunspot numbers for the past year (indeed, 2.5 
years) has led the solar science world on slow waltz to Armageddon (or 
so it seems), not to mention DXers, solar bloggers, climate change 
skeptics and other interested parties. 


Taking the monthly smoothed sunspot numbers from January 2007 to 
December 2008, you can see where they took a dip, rose again after the 
dip - only to plunge relentlessly downward . . . no less than three 
times !
